This same source reported subjec 
as a member of Alemania Libre. 


_ Source B, of unknown reliability, substantiated 
the above information and added that he continues to oper- 
ate though undoubtedly known to Wexiean officials of the 
Department of Gobernacion to be acting in such a.capacity. 
Trig source states further that MEYER was the engineer of 
the assassination of LHON TROTSKY and that he formerly” . 


“held a position in the Mexican Department of Hducation and 


had it his disposal unlimited funds from that department. 


; Source C, of known reliability, reports that MEYER 
was porn in Basilea, Switzerland on November 18, 1889, the 
son of sit fain and MARGARETHA RYSER. He entered Mexico 
on June 1, 1939 at Veracruz, Veracruz on the invitation 
of the Mexican government. Upon entering Mexico he was 
granted immigration Form 5 on which he stated that he speaks 


German, his native language, and that he also speaks Eng- 


lish, French, Russian, Italian, and Spanish. He stated 
further that he had no religion. He gave his occupation as 
that of architect and his civil status as married. He fur- 
nished the name, Professor FEDERICQKBACH, Rosal #261, 


Colonia del Valle, Mexico, D. F., asa reference. His first 


address in Weéxico was the Hotel Carlton and on August 28, 
1939 he moved to Villalongin 6-8 where he has resided 
continuously to the present date. He gave his occupation 


in 1941 as head of the Instituo de. Planificacion y Urbanis- 
‘mo (Institute of Planting-end-Leandscaping), woich is a di- 


vision of the-MéXican Department of Public” Hducation.

Source D, of known reliability, reports that MsYER 
was ei&pelled from the organization Alemania Libre and conse- 
quently from its subsidiary the Enrique Heine Club, in late 
1943 and that since that time he has associated with the group 
of Communists expelled from the Communist Party of Mexico at 
approximately the,same time, headed by MIGUEL: AX VELASCO, 
ENRTIQUBNRAMIREZ VARAMIREZ, and CARNERO CHECA, He continues 

to be an*acquaintance of the Communist members of Alemania 
Libre but not a friend, according to this same source. 


This source further advises that in 1944 upon the 
creation of the Instituto de Intercambio Cultural Mexicano 
Ruso he was named the Secretary of Cultura Ruso (Secretary 
of Russian Culture) but that by: action of the Board of Direc- 
tors in September of the same year his position in the organi- 
gation was changed to that of Secretary of Expositions. 


Information received from Source 3, of known re- 
liability, reflects. no unusual activity in the daily routine 
of the subject. This source reports that he daily visits , 
the Department of Labor at Lopez #12 and the Social Security 
office lecated on Calle Ignacio Mariscal. Other contacts 
are ENRIQUB YANEZ Dui LA FUENTES, Hmparan #35, who is listed 
above as a character reference of the subject, and IMRE 
KEPHS, a member of Hungria Libre, Reforma #440-3. He is also 
believed to be a friend of JOSEAGUZMANAPENALOZA, Catarina 
#27, Villa Obregon, Mexico, D. #., and ‘on at least one oc- 
casion visited an apartmerit house at Luis Moya #19, but it 
was impossible to determine whom he visited at that address. 
Subject has also been reported to have visited the Swiss
